Poisoning 
possible in 
dog death: Vet 

O Owner reluctant to return to park after ‘healthy’ 
canine dies following off-leash trek O Vet says toxic 
agent may be to blame for beloved pet’s fatal sickness 

Monday’s sudden death of a healthy Lab 
who visited a popular off-leash park a day 
earlier has police digging deeper and the 
dog’s owner cautioning others to watch 
pets. 

When Amanda fussier took her 10- 
year-old pooch Simon to Terwillegar Park 
on Sunday she had no idea it would be 
her dog’s last time at the popular off- 
leash haunt. 

“He threw up once, about 5 o’clock,” 
said fussier of her first inkling of 
anjhhing wrong. 

Lussier’s overnight group-home shift 
was interrupted with a frantic call from 
her husband at about 5 a.m. Monday, say¬ 
ing the dog was convulsing, then 
unresponsive. 

The dog died shortly after arriving at 
the Edmonton Veterinarians’ Emergency 
Clinic, where fussier said her husband 
was told “a toxin” was the cause. 

“The vet said when a dog goes from 
healthy to sick then dies, it’s generally a 
toxin,” she said, adding she recalled how 
Simon had gone out of sight at one point 
at the park. 

Const. Kristie Dehid of the Edmonton 
Police Service said she spoke with the 
dog’s vet, who also cited “poisoning” in 
the dog’s death, and she is investigating. 

Dehid said she will also look into un¬ 
confirmed reports of dogs getting sick at

the off-leash area at Buena Vista/Laurier 
Park recently. 

Dr. John Williamson, the emergency 
vet clinic’s director, said “toxin is on the 
list” of what may have killed Simon, but 
without testing, it’s tough to say where 
he ingested it or what it was specifically. 

Williamson said he does not recall any 
incidents of dogs being purposely 
poisoned in Edmonton, but “it’s always a 
possibility.” #shelleywilliamson

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Pharmacy heists 
on the rise: Police 


O Officers working with pharmacy 
staff to prevent violence and 
trauma O Bank, convenience store 
robberies have dropped by about 
half over past 7 years, police say 


It took both time and coun¬ 
selling before Nicole Schet- 
tler could return to work at 
a St. Albert pharmacy after 
being robbed twice in the 
span of a week. 

Police say middle-class 
men between the ages of 18 
and 25 with little or no 
criminal history are driving 
up the number of drug-re¬ 
lated robberies in the Ed¬ 
monton area. 

So far this year there 
have been 13 —11 of them 
drug-targeted. There were 
three in 2004, 18 in 2009 
and 27 last year. 

Schettler, 31, was robbed 
in December 2007 and Jan- 
uaiy 2008 at Health Select 
Pharmacy. 

She said a man in his late 
20s showed her a gun and 
told her he wanted Ox 5 <]on- 
tin and cash. A week later 
he was back for more of the

same, plus Percocet. 

“The second (robbery), in 
particular, was one of the 
worst days of my life.” 

EPS Staff Sgt. Howard 
Kunce said “pharmacy rob¬ 
bers are not committing 
robbery necessarily for the 
money, at least not direct¬ 
ly.” 

Health Select Pharmacy 
has been robbed twice since 
Schettler’s experiences, and 
no longer carries Ox 5 <]on-

Twitchell trial hears from sheriff 

remember thinking how hilarious and 
dramatically ironic it was that the cop had 
pulled over a cold-blooded murderer...

EXCERPT FROM DELETED FILE ON MARK TWITCHELL’S LAPTOP 


An Alberta sheriff gave ac¬ 
cused murderer Mark 
Twitchell a speeding ticket 
just days after a man was 
killed and dismembered in 
a suburban garage. 

The testimony yesterday 
of highway patrol officer 
Bob Reich about the ticket 
closely resembled part of a 
diaiy found in a deleted file 
on Twitchell’s laptop com¬ 
puter. The passage relates 
how a self-described serial 
killer laughs about police 
stopping him for speeding 


when he had a dead body in 
a nearby rented garage. 

Reich told Twitchell’s 
first-degree murder trial 
that he remembers joking 
with the driver about Star 
Wars when the officer 
pulled Twitchell’s car over 
on Oct. 13, 2008. The li¬ 


cence plate on the Pontiac 
Grand Am read DRK JEDI. 

“I said the force wasn’t 
veiy strong with him that 
night because he just 
passed a fully marked pa¬ 
trol car oblivious to what 
he has done,” Reich said.

A former Conservative 
staffer under investigation 
by the RCMP has left his 
volunteer job in a key elec¬ 
toral battleground. Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
says. 

Harper told a news con¬ 
ference in Regina 
yesterday that Sebastien 
Togneri is no longer work¬ 
ing in the riding of 
Edmonton-Strathcona. 

The announcement 
came after The Canadian 
Press learned Togneri was 
helping the campaign of 
Ryan Hastman, a Conser¬ 
vative with ties to the 
Prime Minister’s Office. 

Hastman is tiying to 
wrest away the only riding 
in Alberta the 
Conservatives did not win 
in 2008. 

As a senior aide to a 
cabinet minister in 2009, 
Togneri demanded that 
government officials block 
the release of a document 
requested by The Canadi¬ 
an Press under Access to 
Information laws.

Williams avoided child porn charges: Book 


Police found child pom on 
serial sex criminal Russell 
Williams’ computer but 
laid no charges in exchange 
for him pleading guilty to 
murder and sexual assault, 
a new book says. 

The former commander 
of Canada’s largest militaiy 
airfield wouldn’t admit to 
downloading pictures of 
teenaged girls in sexual po¬ 
sitions, Clobe and Mail re¬ 
porter Timothy Appleby 
writes in A New Kind of 
Monster. A source quoted in 
the book said Williams 
couldn’t face the stigma at¬ 


tached to child pornogra¬ 
phy, though he was willing 
to plead guilty to murder, 
rape and a series of sexually 
motivated break-ins. 

“This is a guy who stmc- 
tured his life around how 
he saw others act, and 
that’s how his morality 
base came about,” said the 
source, who was involved in 
the case. “In the military, 
you can kill people, it’s ac¬ 
cepted ... it’s within the 
realm of human behaviour. 
And in war, rape is within 
that realm as well. The one 
thing that isn’t... is (sexual 



abuse of) children.” 

Little is known about 
what sparked Williams’ 
double life and turned him 
into a predator. The book 
argues Williams’ sense of 
shame, strong emotions 
and close personal attach¬ 
ments set him apart from 
most serial killers. 

Investigators and justice 
officials realized Williams 
cared about his wife, the 
militaiy and his cats — 
emotions that break with 
the traditional profile of a 
sociopath, the book reads.

O Agree Gadhafi must go, but stop short of active 
support for rebels O Qatar will help market oil 


World powers agreed yes¬ 
terday that Moammar Gad¬ 
hafi should step down after 
42 years as Libya’s ruler, 
but did not discuss arming 
the rebels who are seeking 
to oust him. 

Top diplomats from up 
to 40 countries met for cri¬ 
sis talks yesterday in Lon¬ 
don on the future of the 
North African nation, but 
British Foreign Secretary 
William Hague told re¬ 
porters the subject of arm¬ 
ing rebels simply did not 
come up. 

He said Libya was under 
a UN-mandated arms em¬ 
bargo and that the restric¬ 
tions “in our view apply to 
the whole of Libya.”

But Qatari Prime Minis¬ 
ter Sheikh Hamad Bin Jabr 
al-Thani seemed to leave 
the door open to arms sales 
when he suggested that the 
issue might be revisited if 
the aerial campaign fell 
short of its stated goal of 
protecting Libyan civilians. 

Qatar, which has recog¬ 
nized the rebels as Libya’s 
legitimate representatives, 
also plans to help them sell 
crude on the international 
market. Yet while there has 
been talk of using Qatar to 
market Libya’s oil for days, 
details have remained 
sketchy.

O It’s unreasonable for ISPs to be charging dollars per 
gigabyte in overage fees for video streaming, CEO says 


Canada’s Internet providers 
are using data caps to in¬ 
flate their profits, not offer 
better service, says Reed 
Hastings, CEO of Netflix. 

The video-streaming 
company has released a 
plan to combat the relative¬ 
ly low downloading al¬ 
lowances on most Canadian 
Internet plans, but Hastings 
said yesterday that cus¬ 
tomers shouldn’t have to ra¬ 
tion their data use when 
the true cost of that data is 
less than a penny per giga- 
b 5 he. Internet providers 
have disputed that figure. 

On Monday, Netflix 
rolled out options to con¬ 
trol data consumption. 
Users can still watch a 
movie or TV show with the 
best available quality, 
which can take more than 
two gigabjhes per hour to 
stream. But a new default 
setting — at a lesser quality 
— will consume only 300 
megabjhes an hour. With 
the new setting, watching 
30 hours of content a 
month would transfer 
about nine gigabjhes of da¬ 
ta, which Hastings notes 
would come under the caps 
of most Internet plans. 

U.S.-based Netflix, which 
launched in Canada in Sep¬ 
tember, is on track to add 
its one-millionth Canadian 
customer this summer.

Lost in the manufactured 
frenzy of the fourth federal 
election call in seven years 
is a much more important 
story.

Pope Benedict XVI is 
still making pronouncements 
from the Vatican. 

I suppose that’s his 
prerogative when it comes to 
matters moral, although recent 
musings on condoms from a 
celibate 83-year-old white guy 
didn’t do much to enlighten 
the faithful. 

But that hasn’t stifled his en¬ 
thusiasm for pronouncements. 
Not long ago, he dabbled in 
quantum physics and claimed to 
have it on good authority that 
God was behind the Big Bang, 
the creation of the universe. 

You have to ask: How does he 
know? Especially because 
Stephen Hawking, the world’s 


foremost quantum physicist, 
says the universe was able to 
kick-start itself thanks to the law 
of gravity.

Take it on my authority, says 
the Pope. But according to the 
aforementioned professors, just 
sayin’ it doesn’t do it any more. 

Too bad that hasn’t stopped

That’s the conclusion 
of new research from the 
University of British 
Golumbia that says 
people are inspired to do 
good by reading media 
stories about selfless acts 
by Good Samaritans, 
instead of negative 
stories. 

Lead author Karl 
Aquino says the news me¬ 
dia has a tendency to cel¬ 
ebrate bad behaviour, 
citing the coverage of the 
recent exploits of Gharlie 
Sheen and articles that fo¬ 
cus on crime. 

He said four separate 
studies found a direct 
link between a person’s 


exposure to media 
accounts of extraordinaiy 
virtue and their yearning 
to change the world. 

In one experiment, 
people exposed to stories 
of uncommon goodness 
gave 24 per cent more 
money to charity than 
those exposed to reports 
that were merely 
positive. 

Aquino said the 


findings could have 
implications in crisis situ¬ 
ations like the recent dis¬ 
asters in Japan, because 
focusing on examples of 
extraordinary goodness 
within the crisis may be a 
more effective way to en¬ 
courage people to help 
than inundating them 
with stories of 
desperation.

O Orlando area gets another major tourist attraction in October O 50 million Lego blocks used in park 


Legoland officials said they 
are counting on the popu¬ 
larity of the little plastic 
building blocks to draw 
families to their newest 
theme park, which will 
open this fall near Orlando. 

Incorporating as many 
as 50 million of the iconic 
Lego bricks in rides and at¬ 
tractions geared toward 
children two to 12, 
Legoland Florida is under 
construction in sleepy Win¬ 
ter Haven, a 45-minute 
drive south of Walt Disney 
World and the other main 
Orlando parks. The opening 
is planned for October, but 
a firm date has not been 
set. 

It will be the largest of 
five Legolands in the world 
and the only one on the 
U.S. East Coast, with others 
in California, England, Ger¬ 
many and Denmark, where 
the toy company was 
founded. The 60.7-hectare 
park is being built on the 
former site of Cj^ress Gar¬ 
dens, one of Florida’s earli¬ 
est theme parks. Cj^ress 


Gardens opened in the 
1930s but closed in 2009, 
unable to compete with at¬ 
tractions clustered closer to 
Orlando. 

Legoland is retaining the 
old park’s gardens and fa¬ 
mous water ski shows, and 
eventually will add its wa¬ 
ter park to the mix. Also left 
over from C 3 ^ress Gardens 
is the Fljdng Island, which 
raises riders 53 metres in 
the air for a bird’s eye view 
of the grounds. 

“I think Legoland has its 
place in the theme-park 
community,” park general 
manager Adrian Jones said 
Wednesday, looking out 
over a vast construction site 
where roller-coaster tracks 
hint at what will eventually 
take shape there. “We focus 
primarily and always on 
families with children aged 
two to 12. And we’re good 
at that. We don’t tiy to be 
all things to all people.” 

Besides four gentle roller 
coasters and other family 
rides, visitors will get to see 
Legoland’s trademark mod-

Panelists focused on 
the ongoing struggle for 
equal treatment in the 
newsroom while address¬ 
ing topics ranging from 
parenthood and success 
to international assign¬ 
ments and occupational 
stability. 

Kathy English, public 
editor at the Toronto Star, 
said most women she’s 
spoken to feel there is 
still a glass ceiling hold¬ 
ing women back in the in¬ 
dustry. 

“These days any in¬ 
equality you experience is 
subtle, [and with women] 
there is a sense of don’t 
rock the boat,” said Eng¬ 
lish. 

“It’s easy to say look 
how bad it used to be, but 
it’s not good enough yet.” 

Although there is an in¬ 
creasing presence of 


women in newsrooms 
and journalism schools, 
panelists agreed execu¬ 
tive positions are still 
very much held by older, 
white males. 

“The reality is that men 
are still in charge in much 
of the world and women 
continue to defer to 
them,” said Karen Levine, 
documentary editor at 
CBC. 

CBC director Sadia Za- 
man knows all too well 
how discrimination, not 
only against sex but also 
race, can put constraints 
on opportunities. 

“It’s very discouraging 
as a woman of colour in 
this industry,” Zaman 
said. 

“If you are a woman of 
colour, you will not see 
yourself in the executive 
positions here in Canada.”

Wins continue 
to elude Oilers 


O Kings improve playoff position 
with 2-0 game over last-place Oilers 


Jonathan Bernier stopped 
32 shots to record his third 
shutout of the season as the 
Los Angeles Kings improved 
their playoff position with a 
2-0 victoiy over the last- 
place Edmonton Oilers last 
night. 

Dustin Brown had both 
goals for the Kings (44-26-6), 
who have won four in a row 
and have gone 8-1-1 in their 
last 10 games. 

The Kings moved out of a 
tie with Nashville and into 
fourth place in the Western 
Conference, one point 
ahead of Phoenix. The Coy¬ 
otes played Dallas later last 
night. 

The Oilers (23-42-11) are 
winless in their last 10 
games — their worst losing 
skid since a 13-game slide 
last season. 

Edmonton’s Nikolai 
Khabibulin was the busiest 
of the two goalies during 
the scoreless first period. 
Khabibulin faced 18 shots, 
the best of which was a par¬ 
tial breakaway stop on 
Kings captain Brown. 

The Kings finally broke 
the deadlock five minutes 
into the second period as 
Trevor Lewis slid a puck un¬ 
der Oiler defender Ladislav 
Smid to Brown, who had an 
easy tap-in for his 26th goal 
of the season. 



Los Angeles used the 
same combination to go up 
2-0 with five minutes re¬ 
maining in the second as 
Lewis stripped Jason Strud- 
wick of the puck and fed it 
in front to a streaking 
Brown for his second of the 
game. 

Bernier made his biggest 
save of the night eight min¬ 
utes into the third period as 
he made a quick glove save 
on a shot from the slot by 
Jordan Eberle. Edmonton 
came close again with four 
minutes left as rookie 
Teemu Hartikainen rattled a 
puck off the post. 

Before the game, the Oil¬ 
ers honoured long-time ra¬ 
dio play-by-play man Rod 
Phillips with a ceremony 
that included a banner 
raised in his honom.

The ailments of the Oilers are long¬ 
term right now, starting with the fact 
goaltender Nikolai Khabibulin’s big con¬ 
tract is locked in for another two seasons 
after this one. At this point he is untrade- 
able and because his deal was signed 
when he was over 35, his cap hit is on the 
books for the duration. Behind him is six- 
foot-five Devan Dubnyk, who still has not 
proven to be a No. 1 goalie in the league 
and would, on most other NHL franchises. 


be in the minors full-time. While Dubnyk 
has shown flashes of brilliance and has 
that ever-important element of size that is 
so trendy in net these days, the Oilers 
can’t rush him more than they already 
have. 

So what is a team to do? The cold-blood¬ 
ed reality is that if Edmonton wants to 
climb out of the basement next year (and 
yes, with another high lotteiy pick in the 
works, it is time to move on to Phase 2), a 
short-term fix is needed. The Oilers have 
approximately $20 million of cap space 
left for next season and 17 players already 
signed. Andrew Cogliano and Ladislav 
Smid need new deals, but neither will be 
expensive. If the team wanted to, it could 
splurge on a marquee netminder. 

True, goalies such as Tomas Vokoun 
and Ilya Biyzgalov will want long-term 
deals and the Oilers are already saddled 
with one of those in net, but if the market 
is saturated then netminders may not 
have as much hand in negotiations as 
they once did. Snagging a goalie on the 
second tier and signing him to a one- or 
two-year deal would be a huge boon for 
the growing Oilers. If they’re really gutsy, 
they’ll make a pitch for Vokoun and Biyz¬ 
galov and start the year with Dubnyk in 
the minors.

The days of North Ameri¬ 
cans being one step be¬ 
hind the rest of the world 
seem to be coming to an 
end.

Sultan Qaboos bin Said has 
been the power on the 
throne in Oman for the past 
40 years. 

During his rule, the Sul¬ 
tanate has evolved into a 
thriving country that ap¬ 
pears blessed with peace 
and tranquility. 

And with nearly one mil¬ 
lion barrels of crude oil per 
day being pumped from be¬ 
neath the Sultan’s royal 
slippers, there’s evidence of 
prosperity nearly every¬ 
where you look. 

In an oddly comparative 
way, Bentley has also under¬ 
gone a major transforma¬ 
tion. 

Under Volkswagen’s 
ownership since 1998, the 
Crewe, England-based au¬ 
tomaker has evolved from 
producing small batches of 
expensive high-powered 
coaches into a constructor 
of somewhat mass-pro¬ 
duced luxury conveyances. 

Leading this renaissance 
is the Continental GT, a 
four-seat, all-wheel-drive 
coupe that arrived for the 
2004 model year. 

Since then, Bentley has 
sold more than 28,000 
around the world, making 
it by far the most successful 
model built since Walter 
Owen Bentley founded the 
company in 1919. 

Commenting on the 
company’s previous mon¬ 
ey-losing history, Bentley 
engineering head Ulrich 
Eichhorn says that “the 
Continental GT saved Bent¬ 
ley.” 

With its first-rate high¬ 
ways, moderate 30 degrees 
C winter climate and stun¬ 
ning coastal, mountain and

desert scenery, Oman is an 
excellent backdrop to 
showcase the updated GT’s 
formidable capabilities. 

Parked on the polished 
marble entranceway to 
Muscat’s appropriately 
named Shangri-La hotel, 
the 2012 GT appears little 
changed from the previous 
coupe. 

A close inspection re¬ 
veals slightly more pro¬ 
nounced fenders and a 
reshaped trunk lid. 

To create these intricate 


panels, Bentley employs a 
process called Aluminum 
Super Forming that applies 
both heat and air pressure 
to a sheet of lightweight 
aluminum alloy. 

The GT’s signature 
chromed mesh grille sits 
slightly more upright and 
the restyled headlamps are 
now ringed by small Light 
Emitting Diode (LED) day¬ 
time running lights. 

At the opposite end, the 
LED taillights blend 
smoothly into the haunch¬ 


es and the twin oval 
tailpipes have been 
widened to emphasize the 
coupe’s slightly wider 
stance. 

The front-to-rear power 
allocation is set at 40:60 for 
normal driving conditions, 
but the AWD system will 
immediately adjust that ra¬ 
tio if either the front or rear 
traction becomes compro¬ 
mised. Along with deliver¬ 
ing wide, thrust-induced 
grins, the GT can hustle 
through tight comers as if 


being magnetically held to 
the pavement, which is cer¬ 
tainly surprising given the 
car’s heft and physical size. 

If one was blessed with 
about $210,000 to spend on 
personal transportation, 
this Bentley’s absolute luxu- 
ly and take-no-prisoners 
performance would easily 
match any driving enthusi¬ 
ast’s penchant for the auto¬ 
motive good life. 

It’s a formula for Bent¬ 
ley’s progress, in a countiy 
that appreciates it.

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HIPPIE ICON READY TO ROLL AGAIN 



Far out! Groovy! Right 
on! Let it all hang out 
even! Because VW ap¬ 
pears finally ready to 
re-introduce its iconic 
Microbus, the official 
vehicle of hippie-ness. 

V W introduced 
a Microbus 
concept, sim¬ 
ply called ‘Mi¬ 
crobus’ for 
the 2001 De¬ 
troit auto show. Everyone 
seemed to like it, but VW 
obviously didn’t green 
light it for production, un¬ 
less I’ve had too much to 
dream this last decade, 
and somehow missed it. 

But at last month’s 
Geneva auto show, VW in¬ 
troduced another 
Microbus concept, this 
time called ‘Bulli’ and the 
chances are better than av¬ 
erage that we will see a 
production-based version 
of this design in a few 
years. 

When the original vehi¬ 
cle debuted in 1950 it was 
internally known as T1 — 
for Transporter 1. But Ger¬ 





mans always called it ‘Bul¬ 
li’ and North Americans 
always called it 
‘Microbus’. I think at this 
point it responds to either 
name, but I’m sticking 
with Microbus. 

Unlike the 2001 
concept, this new concept 
is compact — shorter 
even than its 1950 prede¬ 
cessor. Judging by its cur¬ 
rent dimensions, it 
appears production 
versions would be based 
on a new compact 
platform, which will see 
the light of day next year 
on the third-generation 
Audi A3. 

But tidy as it is, it still 
seats six, via two bench 
seats. The seats all fold 
down to create a 
“sleeping” area — so the 
Microbus’ camping tradi¬ 
tions will continue. 

Another novel interior 
feature is a removable i- 
Pad in the centre console, 
which serves as a 
multifunctional touch 
screen and lava lamp 
stand-in. 

With A3 architecture, a 
production version could 
use any number of the 
company’s powertrains. 
The concept’s powertrain, 
however, is 
100 per 
cent 
elec¬ 
tric. 

A 


front-mounted 85kW elec¬ 
tric motor and 40kWh 
lithium-ion battery drives 
the front wheels, and is 
said to give Bulli a range 
of about 300 km. 

Acceleration and top 
speed should be leisurely, 
which is entirely in keep¬ 
ing with the Microbus 
legacy. The 1950 model 
had a 40-hp rear-mounted 
engine and the 
aerod 5 mamics of a Home 
Depot garden shed. 


But it had personality 
and versatility galore and 
all sorts of people — hip¬ 
pie and otherwise — 
loved them. 

Even with its front-en¬ 
gine layout, the Microbus 
concept manages to evoke 
the vibe of the original, 
particularly when looking 
at the vehicle head on. 
Like the original, the con¬ 
cept uses two-tone paint 
to create the van’s signa¬ 
ture “V” face, complete 


with an oversized “VW” 
emblem. 

A VW board member 
said there is a “big 
chance” the vehicle will 
be built, and that the U.S. 
market is keen on it. To 
keep costs competitive, 
when VW sells smallish 
vehicles in North America 
it tends to build them 
there as well. So building 
a North American 
Microbus might entail 
quite a bit of investment. 

But never say never. As 
that eloquent hippie, Ken 

Kesey, once said: “The 
sixties are not over; 
they’re not over 
until the Fat La¬ 
dy gets high.” 
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Crash safety is key for hybrids

Once a rare sight, hybrids 
are now pretty much con¬ 
sidered “eveiyday” vehi¬ 
cles, and they’ll soon be 
joined by several others, 
including plug-in hybrids, 
extended-range and elec¬ 
tric vehicles. 

These models all con¬ 
tain large batteries and 
high-voltage cables, but 
that shouldn’t be cause for 
alarm. Not only are they 
safe to drive, but they pose 
no more hazard in a crash 
than a conventional gaso¬ 
line-powered car. 

“There are a number of 
safeguards built into them 
to make sure that when 
you’re driving it, you’re 
safe,” says Sandy Di Felice, 
director of external affairs 
for Toyota Canada. 

“Part of what we did, 
when we launched the 
Prius back in 2000, was to 
take an industry-leading

position and coordinate 
with emergency respon¬ 
ders to create training pro¬ 
tocols that would help 
train emergency response 
staff.” 

Hybrid safety in a crash 
is a combination of the 
safeguards built into the 
vehicle, and the training 
and procedures used by 
emergency response per¬ 
sonnel. 

Hybrid safety is engi¬ 
neered into the vehicle 
from its inception. High- 



voltage cables are routed 
away from areas where 
first responders normally 
work, and they are 
sheathed in metal casings 
and colour-coded with 
bright, standardized 
colours. They have mecha¬ 
nisms that shut down the 
power in case of emer¬ 
gency, and the sealed bat- 
teiy contains a gel rather 
than a liquid to minimize 
leaks. These safety features 
protect emergency person¬ 
nel, technicians who work 
on the cars, and even vehi¬ 


cle owners who may poke 
around the car’s inner 
workings. Di Felice says 
that it would actually be 
challenging for someone 
to overcome the safety fea¬ 
tures. 

Emergency personnel 
work with automakers to 
understand how all vehi¬ 
cles are built, what safety 
and wiring features they 
contain, and the safest way 
to dismantle them when 
necessaiy. 

Even though they may 
be familiar with the place¬ 


ment of these systems, 
firefighters on the scene 
will never simply start cut¬ 
ting into a car when peo¬ 
ple are trapped inside. 

Instead, they “peel and 
peek,” removing trim 
pieces to ensure that such 
things as airbag systems, 
wiring and brake lines are 
not in the way before they 
start working. This is done 
every single time, even if 
they may have dismantled 
a similar car in a crash the 
day before. 

Although the hybrid 


power cables are routed 
away from areas such as 
the doors and rocker pan¬ 
els, where dismantling 
would be most likely, first 
responders will still look 
for them. 

As all-electric vehicles 
arrive on the scene, many 
people will woriy need¬ 
lessly about their power 
cables in a crash, but as Di 
Felice points out, most of 
us drive vehicles contain¬ 
ing large tanks of flamma¬ 
ble fuel. 

“In some respects in 
how an electric vehicle is 
configured, you’re proba¬ 
bly in a bit more of a safe 
situation,” she says.

Kia’s officially become a 
force to be reckoned with 
in the Canadian automo¬ 
tive marketplace — and 
many folks are wondering 
how the reliability of their 
older models has panned 


out in the long term. 

After all, long-term reli¬ 
ability is a success factor 
for any automaker plan¬ 
ning an extended stay on 
our shores. 

The Rio is Kia’s entry- 


level model, and a replace¬ 
ment to the 2006 to 2010 
generation is on the hori¬ 
zon. Competing on price 
and value against models 
like the Toyota Yaris and 
Honda Fit, Kia offered the 
Rio up in a small sedan or 
five-door model with a 110- 
horsepower, 1.6-litre en¬ 
gine, front wheel drive and 
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Vehicles may not be exactly as illustrated. All dealer rebates and programs applied.

Look for features like 
USB audio connectivity, 
heated mirrors, tinted 
glass, cruise control and 
air conditioning. Folding 
rear seats helped enhance 
flexibility for hauling larg¬ 
er items around, too. 

What Owners Like 
Most Rio owners say that 
good overall value and a 
good warranty attracted 
them to the car, while a 
surprisingly refined ride 
and peppy performance 
helped seal the deal. Gas 
mileage, headroom, com¬ 
fort and even styling are al¬ 
so highly rated. Many Rio 
owners coming from com¬ 
parable Toyota and Honda 
products agree that the Rio 
is a well-done small car at 
a reasonable price. 

What Owners Hate 
Rio’s owner-stated down¬ 
falls deal with cheap interi¬ 
or plastics, rattles and 
squeaks as the car ages, a 
‘wimpy’ factoiy stereo sys¬ 
tem and a ‘plain’ look to 
the cabin. Some drivers al¬ 
so wish for a quieter ride. 

Common Issues 
Check the used Rio for 
“check engine” or “airbag” 
lights on a test-drive. If ei¬ 
ther or both are illuminat¬ 
ed, determine why before 
agreeing to purchase the 
vehicle. Other potential 
electronic issues may in¬ 
clude headlight or tail 
lamp failure. 

Engine and automatic 
transmission performance 
or roughness issues may al¬ 
so be caused by a bad sen¬ 
sor or computer — but 
have a trained Kia mechan-

ic check to be certain. 

Additionally, some own¬ 
ers report faster-than- 
expected wear of 
consumable parts — in¬ 
cluding tires and brakes, 
and to a lesser degree, sus¬ 
pension components. 
Though the longevity of 
these parts is largely sub¬ 
ject to driving style and lo¬ 
cale, a check over of the 
used Rio’s consumable 
parts is highly advised, too. 

Note that the Rio uses a 
timing belt system to con¬ 
trol camshaft timing — 
and that the belt needs to 
be replaced regularly be¬ 
fore it fails. 

Letting the Rio’s timing 
belt fail will stop the en¬ 
gine dead in its tracks and 
may cause catastrophic 
damage. 

Ensure the timing belt 
in the model you’re con¬ 
sidering isn’t overdue for a 
change. 

In light of several re¬ 
ports of premature timing 
belt failure, changing the 
belt ahead of schedule 
isn’t a bad idea. 

The Verdict 

With the availability of re¬ 
maining warranty cover¬ 
age, low residual values 
and relatively decent relia¬ 
bility, a healthy used Kia 
Rio looks to be a fairly sol¬ 
id used car bet.
